“Fort Churchill has no Chamber of. 

Commerce or Tourist Bureau to broad 
cast its attractions but if there is 
any spot on the continent more Amer 
ican citizens desire to visit a once, I 
do not know of it” said Mr Dixon who 
has just returned from a trip of in- 
spection of the Hudson Bay Line. 
“We dre absolutely swamped with 
applications from people who want 
to reach Churchill many of them from 
United States points. There are thou 
sands of them and there is accommo 
Cation for none. 
“In the first place, we can’t carry 
them. Steel has just been laid into 
Fort Churchill but for the last hun- 
cred miles of the route we have only 
a skeleton track over which only work 
trains can operate, and they with dif 
ficulty. 


“In the second place tnere 1s no 
place to put them. At Fort Churchill 
there are only four buldings. One is 
the wireless station and the other 
three are banks. There is no room in 
any of them “except for those who-™ 
heve to be there for business reasons.

MEDICAL ASSOCIATION 
READY FOR SCHOOL 


It may appear as if this article had 
been given, by mistake a May date 
for publication ingtéad of one in Sept 
ember. Just now, most people are like 
ly thinking of the close of school, or 
/fomotions and summer vacations. It 
is however, time for thought, parti- 
cularly concerning the children who 
will be starting to attend school for 
the first time this autumn. 

Whenever and wherever 4 group of 
children are examined upon entering 
school, quite a high percentageof them 
are found to require medical care. 
They are not ill, but they haye what 
are generally called defects. These de 
fects may be diseased teeth or tonsils 
edenoids or some similar condition. 
Such defects do not make the child ill 
in the ordinary sense of the word. 
They are however, a serious handicap 
to the child; they constitute an addi- 
tional burden which drains the child’s 
reserve. No parent would delibetately 
do anything to interfere with his 
child's physical or mental develop- 
ment, yet the parent who does not 
have his child’s defects treated is not 
allowing the child a fair chance 

Now is the time to have the child 
who has not as yet attended school ex 
amined, and if he is found to have de- 
fects, to have them treated. By having 
this done now, the child will have the 
summer in which to build up his 
health, so that he may start to school 
this fall properly prepared to secure 
the greatest benefit from his school 
attendance. 

We have stated that defects do not 
cause the child to be il. This does 
not mean that defects are not a ser- 
ious menace; they are. The damage 
done by defects is not, as a rule seen 
until adult life. A large percentage of 
heart disease of kidney disease and 
other diseases of middle life are due 
to neglect of diseased teeth, tonsils 
and other such parts where they is in 
fection; that is living germs 

The early proper treatment of de- 
fects is our chief hope of decreasing 
those diseases which now take a 
heavy toll at middie age.
